WHEAT CONTRACT 


AAA Official Report Progress on 
Flexible Agreement 


The new wheat contract now 
being drafted oy officials of the 
wheat section ot the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration is 
be considerable more 
than 
the 
former agreement, 
according 
to 
information received this week by 
New Madrid County Agent Les­ 
lie Broom. The new contract will 
permit cooperation in the 
pro­ 
gram by farmers who have 
rop 
rotations and 
farming 
systems 
which did not fit in with the for­ 
mer contract. 
The general outlines of the pro­ 
posed contract as announced 
to 
farmers before 
the 
referendum, 
will be followed, according to the 
word from Washington. The same 
base periods for acreage and pro­ 
duction will be used, so that it 
will not be necessary for farm­ 
ers to secure all the evidence of 
past production required in 
the 
first contract. 
Although the contract is to co­ 
ver the four years, 1936 to 1939, 
inclusive, it is emphasized that if 
25 per cent of the contract sign­ 
ers in any area, such as the Mis­ 
souri soft winter wheat area, pe­ 
tition at the end of any m arket­ 
ing year for a referendum on the 
question of continuance a national 
referendum will be held to guide 
future action. 
Maximum acreage reduction to 
be asked is set at 5 per cent. This 
percentage is being 
put 
in 
the 
contract in case heavy surpluses 
occur again as the result of fav­ 
orable years. The present contract 
provided for 20 per cent reduction 
but the most ever asked was 15 
per cent in 1934. 
Plans are also being studied to 
adjust allotments of farmers who 
complied with the original

gram but who took disproportion­ 
ately large cuts

ments.
